He hever once gave me a single fact on which to go, and to this day, 
although he v/as in touch wit hoc the -^oldens, never said a single thing either of 
them ni8y have told him. The natur- of his relationship I can only guess, but that 
it W8s not entirely distant I deduce from, his knowing their unlisted phone number, 
it is 312/488-482E, or was, as of l/67. 

I give this to you in the event you find yourself in Chicago and want to 
call her, to see if she will at least tell you way they prefer silence. It is, of 
course, possible they made a deal and he is out. The man 1 asked to get in touch with 
her is no longer in Chicago. There ere others, but because they are nev/men, I think 
she’d shy off. 

'Without encoruagement, I’ll make no further effort for the present. If 
I get on y thing from Wagnet, I’ll let you know’. He is a former radio operator who 
is retired, for illnesr. Because he had 30 years o ' experience before that, i presume 
he is getting along in years. His illness may be mental.
